state champions very natur- 

ally covers the interesting por- 
tions of California as a Holstein 
state. But it does not reach back to 
the personalities that are respon- 
sible for California’s success as a 
Holstein state, and hence to one who 
has visited California even for a very brief time as I 
have the mere story of the state champions seems but an 
incident in the development of the golden state along 
Holstein lines. 

I have known for a long time that Tilly Alcartra lived 
in California and that California was a land where plenty 
of alfalfa grew readily and where the cows were at pas- 
ture the year around and where it was an easy matter to 
make phenomenal milk records by reason of these facts. 
But like most of us who have never visited California I 
had no acquaintance with the men behind the movement— 
the real cause of California’s success as a Holstein state. 
And now that I know these men, even so little, I want to 
say that it isn’t the sunshine, nor the alfalfa, nor being out 
doors, nor the combination of these things, but it’s the 
old, old formula that has made the Holstein cow a success 
wherever she has succeeded; namely, good cows with 
the right kind of men to develop them. 

California Holstein breeders as a whole are as progres- 
sive and forward-looking a group of men as can be found 
in any state in the Union. They are intensely enthusiastic; 
they know that they have “the edge” in some respects; 
they realize that nature has supplied a lot of advantages 
to them and they are taking advantage of their opportuni- 
ty.

along day after day and year after 
year; the climate is such that that’s 
the only kind of business she is in- 
terested in, which is a mighty good 
thing for the Holstein interests in 
California, for this kind of production 
and this kind of treatment suits the 
great black and white dairy machine 
to a “T,” and she makes good at it. 

The Holstein interests of California lie mainly in the 
Sacramento, San Joaquin and other central valleys and 
in the territory immediately surrounding the large cities 
of San Francisco and Los Angeles where the natural ability 
of the Holstein as a milk producer has an opportunity to 
make itself felt with the great fluid markets at hand. Sac- 
ramento seems to be a natural ‘center for Holstein activi- 
ties of California. There are many breeders within the ra- 
dius of a few miles and many of the state’s most prom- 
inent and successful sales have been conducted at Sacra- 
mento. The state fair is held annually at this city, which 
is the capital of the state and a center of interest for all 
live stock men as a result. 

The Holstein industry is not confined by any means to 
these localities, but is seizing upon good locations through- 
out the state with every intention of developing intensively 
these surrounding territories. 

One of the big factors in the development of the 
industry in California has been the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of California under the leadership of Fred W. 
Kiesel of Sacramento, of which C. L. Hughes has acted 
as secretary. This is one of the livest state organizations 
of the West and it has always been in the very forefront of 
the movements for the development of the Holstein inter-

ests of the _ state. MHolstein- 
Friesian breeders are _ quite 
generally interested in the Cali- 
fornia Breeders’ Sale and Pedi- 
gree Company, of which Mr. 
Hughes is also secretary and gen- 
eral manager. This sale concern 
has put on a number of success- 
ful public sales including two 
guaranty sales and contemplates 
a third for the coming season. 
The first sale consisted of 72 of- 
ferings that average $960, while 
in the second sale 63 head sold 
for an average of $1045, which 
stood as the world’s record for a 
state sale until the Minnesota 
crowd broke loose last June. 
California has bred along lines 
that are accepted throughout the 
industry as the standard. Califor- 
nia breeders’ purchased their 
foundation stock throughout the 
East, and while within the last 
year or so they have not found it 
necessary to make the trips, they 
have succeeded in developing 
within their own state an indus- 
try that bids fair to outstrip many 
of the state’s Eastern rivals in 
magnitude, in quality and in gen- 
eral attractiveness. Californians 
are accustomed to do things in 
a large way and they apply this 
rule to their Holstein operations 
as fully as to any other. It is the 
rule rather than the exception to 
see. herds of from 200 to 300 head 
on a. ranch. During the war pe- 
riod Californians fell into the un- 
fortunate habit like other locali- 
ties of discontinuing semi-official 
and official test work. It was not 
a question of advisability either 
we were informed. It was made 
necessary by the absolute lack of 
help to carry on the _ work. 
Being a state where long time 
work is carried on so universally, 


_ it is natural that she should suffer 


somewhat from the fact that test- 
ing was discontinued, but from 
the characteristic way in which 
California goes about remedying 
things that are not right, we know 
that within another year she will 
correct any faults that may arise 
from failure to test during the 
past year or two. 

In the matter of official test 
California will not lag behind. 
She will see to it that the health 
of her herds, which is something 
that she can easily look after once 
she determines to make the start, 
is carried to the highest point of 
development. She will advertise 
aggressively for Californians have 
set the pace in their citrous fruit 
industries in marketing in a na- 
tional way the production of their 
ranches. 

These are just a few thoughts 
respecting the present and future 
of California. The illustrations are 
insufficient to convey the idea of 
the real quality and merit that 
lies in the California Holstein 
market. But I feel assured that 
we will hear a great deal from 
California and that in many re- 
spects she wiil point out the way 
to some of us who have been es- 
tablished longer but who lack an 
indefinable something that makes 
those Western men “scratch grav- 
el” along the trail to outstanding 
success.

California Holsteins hold four world’s records in the 
regular prize division, one world’s record in each division, 
three of these world’s records being for milk production 
and one for butterfat. California Holsteins also hold the 
world’s record for year’s butter and for year’s milk on 
strictly ‘official test. In the regular prize division for milk 
and butterfat, California Holsteins now hold, or have at

some time held, 17 world’s records, 8 of these being 10 
the 7 and 30-day division, 5 in the 8 months after calving 
division and 4 in the yearly division. This last may sur 
prise some of the readers of the World who had always 
considered California as one of the leading states in long 
time work. A little research into the matter will show, 
however, that although California has broken, in her day, 
more world’s records in short time than in long time work, 
yet a complete list of the great year records that have 
been made by California Holsteins shows that there is no 
other state, with the exception of Ohio, that even approach- 
es her showing in the long time test. : 

We are glad to see, however, that California Hol- 
steins make good in both the short time and long time 
test.

A study of the chart given here showing the state 
champions in the various classes brings to light another 
interesting fact, which is the close blood relations existing 
between so many of the state champions. We find that 
Aralia De Kol, one of California’s foundation cows, with 
her daughter and her granddaughters, holds seven state 
records; also that the daughters, granddaughters, and 
great granddaughters of De Kol of Valley Mead—one of 
California’s first 25-lb. cows—hold no less than 17 state 
records; also that the holders of 18 state records trace 
to the former world’s champion, Juliana De Kol; and

further, that the holders of five state records trace to all 
three of the above mentioned cows. 
Some Well Known Champions. 

It is absolutely impossible to think of California Hol- 
steins without thinking of Tilly Alcartra, who is easily the 
most famous Holstein in the state and probably the most 
famous cow of the breed in the United States, if not in 
the world. She is the only cow of any breed to produce 
over 33,000 lbs. of milk in a year. She is the only cow of 
any breed to make two year records above 30,000 lbs. each, 
or three above 29,000 Ibs. each. She was the first cow in 
the world to produce 30,000 lbs. milk except in private test. 
But more important than all these is the fact that she has 
made 6 year records that average 1023.69 lbs. butter from 
26129.4 lbs. milk, an average that is not approached by any 
other cow of any breed in her first six lactation periods. 
Although Tilly Alcartra is particularly famous in the 
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long time test she has made some 
very creditable short time rec- 
ords also. In fact she was the 
first 40-lb. cow in California and 
her six 7-day records average 29.- 
23 lbs. butter from 674 Ibs. milk. 
As ievery one knows, she was de- 
veloped and is owned by A. W. 
Morris & Sons Corporation, Wood- 
land, California. 

Another celebrated Californian 
is Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walk- 
er, who was owned at the time 
of her first freshening by Anita M. 
Baldwin, Santa Anita, California. 
As a senior 2-year-old this heifer 
broke the state record in the 
7 and 30-day divisions becoming 
the first 25-lb. 2-year-old in the 
state. Her 30-day record of 102.38 
Ibs. still stands as a state record 
in the senior 2-year-old class. 
Eight months after calving, this 
heifer broke the world’s record in 
her class with a production of 21.- 
33 Ibs., a record which still stands 
as first in the state and which was 
not beaten by any heifer in her 
class for nearly 2 years. As a ju- 
nior 3-year-old the next year she 
again broke the state record with 
a production of 36.81 lbs. after 
which she was sold to A. W. Mor- 
ris Corporation where she broke 
the world’s record in the 8 months 
after calving division with 25.15 
Ibs. butter and the state record 
in the semi-official division with 
over 1100 lbs. butter. At present 
writing she holds one world’s 
record and 3 other California 
state records. 

The dam of this phenomenal 
heifer is De Kol of Valley Mead 
2d, also owned by Morris Corpor- 
ation. As a senior 3-year-old, she 
made the first 900-Ib. heifer rec- 
ord in the state and her record 
eight months after calving of 17.18 
Ibs. butter also stands at the pres- 
ent day as a state record. The 
next year as a senior 4-year-old 
she became ‘the first 1000-lb. heif- 
er in thé state with a ‘production 
of 1011.71 lbs. butter. For a num- 
ber of years she held the world’s 
record for 2 years butter pro- 
duction, both records being made 


. in heifer form. Note that she and 


her daughter, Miss Valley Mead 
De Kol Walker together hold sev- 
en state records at the present 
time. 

Aaggie Acme of Riverside 2d 
was the first 35-lb. cow in Califor- 
nia and is the holder at the pres- 
ent time of three state records. 
She was the first 1000-Ib. junior 
4-year-old in California and her 
eight months after calving rec- 
ord of 18.02 lbs. also still stands 
as a state record. At full age 
she broke the state record for 
year’s butter production and at 
the same time broke the world’s 
record on strictly official test pro- 
ducing 1331.78 Ibs. butter in a 
year. One of her daughters, Miss 
Aaggie Acme Burke also holds 
three state records in the junior 
2-year-old class, her 7 and 30-day 
milk production standing at the 
head of the list as well as her 
30-day butter production. 

The only California Holstein 
to hold two world’s records at the 
present time is Nattalene Walker, 
who was purchased some time

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An Assault From Without 
And Some Comments On |t 


HE  Holstein-Friesian As- 
[ sociation has had another 
assault made upon it and 
following so closely after the one 
made by Charles Cole, it makes one almost wonder wheth- 
er the second was in anticipation of finding the Holstein- 
Friesian Association in a weakened condition because of 
the Cole episode. The second assault is contained in the 
following action: 

“Resolved, That we, The American Dairy Science 
Association, petition The American Association of Ag- 
ricultural Colleges and Experiment Stations, to request 
that the Colleges be relieved of all advanced registry 
testing work for periods of less than 300 days on and 
after October 1, 1920.” 

While it may be denied, and probably will by interested 
breeders of other cattle that this is not an assault on the 
Holstein-Friesian breed, it may be argued and probably 
will be by some of the self-glorified Professors and their 
adherents, that it is not an assault upon the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, but the fact remains that no other cattle 
are being tested in short term tests, no other cow but 
the black and white has ever, to any considerable extent, 
been tested for 7 and 30 days, and the fact that some of 
those at this meeting said they proposed to put it over 
the Holstein-Friesian cow before and after the adoption 
of this. resolution, is a self-evident fact that the whole 
plan is one to injure the Holstein-Friesian breed, and is 
the outgrowth of jealousy and spleen on the part of others 
interested. They have used this method of indirectly in- 
juring the Holstein industry without having the courage 
to come out in the oven and advocate the doctrine in- 
culcated in the resolution, and to think that the Federal 
Government had a representative there taking part in 
the proceedings. They appoint no supervisors, they do not 
have to answer any correspondence, and still the dairy 
department of the Federal Government under its present 
administration was present to take a swipe at the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed. 

There are just two motives for this conduct. One 1s 
those prejudiced against the Holstein-Friesian breed, some 
of whom are in the open, others behind them egging 
them on, the main excuse being that the Holstein-Friesian 
cow is becoming too popular and something must be done 
to give the other breeds a chance; and the other is, these 
American Dairy Science Association members have not 
the time to answer the great number of inquiries that 
come to their departments from those interested in these 
short time tests and do not want to be bothered and an- 
noyed by what they term useless contact with farmers 
and dairymen who want to get information from the Pro- 
fessors of Dairy Husbandry, because, try as we may and 
argue as we will. this short time test has been a source of 
tremendous work to the agricultural colleges of the 
United States. I venture the assertion that for the last 
ten years there has been more inquiry made of Dairy 
Husbandry in the Agricultural Colleges of the dairy states 
by people who want to make short time tests, than all 
other correspondence combined; that there are more 
people interested in making short time tests who milk 
their own cows many times over than all other interests 
combined. I make the assertion that there are more per- 
sons taking the short course in the colleges of the dairy 
states because of the interest that was awakened by this 
nursery of the Holstein-Friesian cow than all other 
reasons. I can remember years ago (having always beeu 
interested in the Agricultural College of Michigan) how 
hard it was to get in touch with the farmer. He had a 
feeling of spleen against the Agricultural College and did 
not like the idea of the College Professor assuming to tell 
him how to run his farm, but things have changed. In the 
dairy states today there are thousands of young men from 
the Agricultural Colleges boarding in the homes of the 
farmers who own black and white cows, who are anxious 
to find out what those cows can do, and they are testing 
them for 7 days, but the Agricultural College has a repre- 
sentative in the home. If he is a bright young man, as a 
great many of them are, he carries tidings to that home 
of what the college has accomplished. He tells them about 
how John Henry Jones fed his cows and how he got the

best results. He is a source ot 
great information to that home 
which has been isolated all these 
years, and the boys and girls of 
that farm home hear him tell of the accomplishments of 
the College, and all the time that farmer himself ig nae 
the cost; he is boarding that young man, he is paying thas 
young man his wage for coming there and testing his black 
and white cows, and telling him and the boys and girls 
about what they do at the Agricultural College. In the 
meantime that same college is spending hundreds of thous. 
ands of dollars trying in some other additional way to 
get in touch with other farm homes. That same super. 
visor oftimes tells the farmer about the Horticultural De. 
partment of the College, and what that has accomplished 
in fact if there is anything worth while around the College 
that is unusual that a bright young man would naturally 
find out, he imparts it to the farmers, the men who support 
the agricultural colleges and for whose benefit the agricul- 
tural colleges are maintained. 

But these gentlemen representing other interests under 
the name of The American Dairy Science Association, etc., 
want you to discontinue letting these farmers have these 
young men from your institutions even though the farmer 
pays all the expenses. Why they want to deny the farmers 
this right I am unable to understand. 

Some of the advocates for the long time tests say that 
fraud is easier perpetrated in the short than in the long 
time tests. It will be readily apparent that there is nothing 
to that when one realizes that any foreign substance put 
in the milk in the semi-official test counts for about fifteen 
times as much as it does in the 7 day test, inasmuch as 
there are only two days in the month taken. Others urge 
that there is less opportunity because there is a change of 
supervisors monthly or more frequently at least in the 
semi-official. That is an imputation, of course, upon the 
supervisors which I would not stand for. The fact of the 
matter is there is really less opportunity in the 7-day test 
than in the semi-official because animals might be spurred 
on by peculiar methods for a day or two that could not be 
worked successfully for a week’s time. 

I do not want any one to imagine that I prefer the 7-day 
test, or I believe in it over the semi-official. I think the 
breeding in my own herd is the best reply to that. My 
senior herd sire has a dam and grandam that made better 
than 1200 Ibs. of butter in a year. My junior herd sire has 
a dam and grandam that average better than 1200 Ibs. of 
butter in a year, and every animal on my farm as she 
freshens now goes into the long time test, because for the 
first time I have been able to get men whom I felt would 
stay on the job and work out this problem of developing 
these cows under this long test system. I thoroughly be- 
lieve in it, but I am not unmindful that the great bulk of 
the owners of Holstein-Friesian cattle cannot make suc 
cessfully this long time test. It is too expensive and he 
just is not able to accomplish it. Between 40 and 50 per 
cent of all the men who test Holstein-Friesian cattle milk 
their own cows. Now imagine, if you please, the average 
farmer with not sufficient help to operate his farm, at- 
tempting to milk a cow four times a day and then three 
times a day to get the best result. Imagine that farmer in 
the harvest time cutting green stuff and drawing it to the 
cow, getting beets where he has had to keep them buried 
so they would not wilt, he wants to keep them crisp and 
fresh, and spending practically all his time looking after 
four or five cows. It is simply idle for us to assume that 
the average farmer generally will be able to go into the 
yearly or 300 day test. 

Listen to what that grand old warrior at Delavan says, 
the man who knows more about official testing and its 
effect upon the breed, than all of us: 

“T have always regarded the short time test as the 
very best preparatory school for the long time test, 
and have styled it the nursery or kindergarten. My 
reason for this is that up to the present time not 2% 
of those who take up the long time testing are begit- 
ners in testing, as almost all of those who take up the 
long time test have had their preparatory testing in 
the short time work.

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Shall We Discontinue 7-Day Work? 


HIS question of the relative desirability of the short- 
F time and long-time tests is perhaps the biggest one 
that is now before the Holstein public. Attention is 
focused upon it just at this time by the action of the Ameri- 
can Dairy Science Association which at a meeting in Chica- 
go during the Dairy Show adopted a resolution petitioning 
the American Association of Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations to request that the colleges be re- 
lieved of all Advanced Registry testing work for periods 
of less than 300 days on or before Oct. 1, 1920. Holstein 
interests therefore are confronted with a dual question— 
first, whether or not they believe it wise to discontinue 
7 and 30-day tests and, secondly, whether or not they are 
going to be inclined to allow an outside interest, which 
has no financial responsibility in the matter, to determine 
the issue for them. This question was pretty thoroughly 
gone over within the past year in the discussion appearing 
in the columns of the World. A good proportion of the 
leaders of the industry expressed their beliefs in the mat- 
ter. If you wish to refresh your memory concerning the 
arguments used both pro and con, these letters may be 
found in the issues of March, 1919. 

It will be observed by referring to these letters that 
the majority, while recognizing the value of the long-time 
test and its superiority in indicating dairy values, were 
decided against the outright abolition of the short-time 
test at this stage of the game. It is argued, and we believe 
rightly, that the short-time test is a training school from 
which are graduated the men who later make a success 
in the long time work. According to the figures presented 
by President Aitken in his discussion of this same ques- 
tion, elsewhere in this issue, 42 per cent of the 8,619 tests 
made last year were made under the direct care of the 
owner as milker. As the Holstein is the most profitable 
producer for the dairy farmer, it is but reasonable to 
suppose that a larger proportion of the men who are 
breeding Holsteins are men who do a large share of their 
own work as practical dairy farmers than is the case with 
the other breeds. It is not reasonable to suppose that these 
men who form the backbone of the Holstein industry, in 
these times of labor troubles, when every one of them is 
working right up to his limit in the every day running ofthe 
farm and caring for the herd, would take on the added 
responsibility of running a string of test cows for the year; 
at least it would be likely to look like too big a proposition 
to tackle, particularly if he had never before done any 
test work. Mr. Gardner states that almost without excep- 
tion the men who have taken up long-time work have first 
made a start with the short-time test. 

We have no idea however that the ending of short-time 
work would mean an end to the growth of the long-time 
work because it is pretty certain that there would be 
continued growth and expansion along that line. Our en- 
tire interest in which course would mean the greatest prog- 
ress for the breed and prosperity for the breeders. From 
the standpoint of the interest of the breed we believe the 
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prsent time is most inopportune for the serious discussi 
of any project to discontinue the 7-day test. The fact that 
it has been brought up in just this way makes it look ve 
reasonable that the interests opposed to the Holstej 
breed are back of it. It is apparent that any action along 
this line just at this time would discredit absolutely eye “ 
7-day record now on the books of the Holstein-Friesia, 
Association. Breeders who have made these records rom 
estly and conscientiously, and who have devoted a lif 
time of effort in building up a herd along these lines pod 
tainly have a vested right in the results of their effort. 
If we agreed on the 7-day proposition while the Cole-Ca- 
bana case is in dispute, if we throw up the 7-day test under 
fire, we shall discredit it absolutely and we shall be in- 
disputably destroying one of the most valuable assets 
which the breed has established, the institution which has 
done more than any other one thing to give the Holstein 
cow the publicity which has made possible her rapid prog- 
ress. 

The value of the long-time test is becoming more and 
more appreciated and Mr. Gardner reports almost a 100 
per cent increase in the number of cows running, even 
within a year. We would not be surprised to see another 
100 per cent increase during the coming year as a great 
many breeders who have neved conducted long-time tests 
in the past have announced their intention of going into 
that branch of the business during the coming season. We 
believe the answer to the problem lies not in drastic and 
compulsory action, either from within or without, but 
rather will come through continued education as to the 
real advantages that will accrue from more extensive use 
of the long-time test, so that if finally the 7-day test should 
be definitely superseded, it will be because the breeders 
themselves believe in it and want it to be so. 

We do not understand that the American Dairy Science 
Association has any authority to do more than express its 
views and we question if their views as expressed in the 
resolution adopted at Chicago will be acted upon favorably 
by the Agricultural College authorities. Doubtless before 
any action is taken, the dean of your state college would 
appreciate receiving the views of as many Holstein breed- 
ers as possible from your state. In the great majority of 
cases we apprehend that final action will be in harmony 
— the wishes of the majority of breeders in the several 
states. 


Get the Machinery Under Cover 


P in Wisconsin they estimate that 10% of their farm 
machinery is left outdoors, exposed to the rain and 
snow. In that one state alone they figure that the 

damage done to farm machinery through needless depre- 
ciation in this way amounts to over a million dollars a 
year. That condition is not especially typical of Wisconsin. 
You will see machinery standing in the fields and fence 
corners of every state and every farming community any- 
where you may travel. No community nas a monopoly and 
no community seems to be entirely free of this form of 
waste. It is estimated that well-housed and cared-for farm 
machinery depreciates on the average about 9 per cent 
per year. But that same machinery, left exposed to the 
weather will show a depreciation of 18 per cent annually— 
just twice as great. An expenditure of a few hundred dol- 
lars—probably not over $400 at most, will put up a ma- 
chinery shed that will take care of the ordinary farm 
equipment, and thus save this $90 on each $1000 invested 
in farm machinery. By conserving your equipment in this 
way, you not only save on the item of depreciation, but the 
charge for repairs and for lost time due to broken parts is 
much smaller. There is really no argument, but yet we 
must face the fact that farmers in far too great numbers 
are passing up this 22 per cent gilt-edged investment, and 
following along the line of least resistance in this matter 
of protecting and taking care of their investments in farm 
tools. In many cases it is simply a matter of carelessness, 
or too much work to be done, as the proper protection is 
available but not used. Right now, as we stand on the 
threshold of the snowy season in the northern section of 
the country, when we are getting our herds and our build- 
ings in shape for the winter, is the best time we will have 
to gather in the harvest of implements from the fence 
corners and fields and yards, oil and grease it up, inspect 
it for needed replacements, and get it under cover. If 
you have never provided a convenient tool house, do it 
now—and see how much less of a temptation it is to leave 
your equipment strewed about the farm. Definite plans for 
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and economical tool house are to be found 
No. 110 from the Extension Service of the

Federal Census Soon to Start 


HB Federal Census which is to be taken in 1920 will 
7 call for much definite information concerning the var- 

ious farm operations, values, expenses and livestock 
as well as the acreage and quantities raised in 1919. Census 
Bureau officials are urging farmers everywhere to pre- 
pare for the census enumerator by looking over their books 
so that accurate answers may be furnished to the questions. 
It will be understood of course that all of the information 
furnished to census takers is absolutely confidential and 
that under no circumstances can it be used as a basis for 
taxation. Concerning the census, Director Samuel L. Rog- 
ers makes the following statement: 

“Co-operation between farmers and census officials next 
January is more necessary and vital than ever before. The 
World War and the part that the farmer played in it 
and will continue to play in the rehabilitation of Europe 
serve to make the aricultural section of the Fourteenth De- 
cennial Census the most important in the Nation’s history. 





Absolute accuracy and completeness in the census returns 
is the goal toward which every citizen should strive.” 


Prohibition Booming Soft Drinks 


REPORT on the business of the Coca-Cola Company, 
A sprearing in a recent number of the Wall Street 
Journal, shows that during September 1919 over 
1,970,000 gallons of their products were shipped compared 
with 824,800 gallons in the corresponding month of 1918. 
The figures for the full year, only half of which of course 
comes in the national prohibition period, show practically 
twice as large an amount as in 1918, nearly three times as 
much as 1915, and almost five times as much as 1910. 
Incidentally the statement mentions that the advertising 
bill of the Coco-Cola Company is now running at the rate of 
considerably more than $100,000 a month. It will thus be 
seen that this company grasped the opportunity which 
national prohibition presented and by an expenditure that 
will run into more than a million dollars during the year 
for publicity, is more than doubling the demand for its 
product over the demand in any previous period. 
The longer an advertising campaign for milk and dairy 
products is postponed, the harder it will be to establish 
milk as the great national food drink.

Dr. Mohler writes that it is his understanding 
that Canada is about ready to adopt the accredited herd 
plan in her dominions upon the same basis as the plan 
now in operation in the United States.

During the last fiscal year we had about 1750 breeders 
making short time tests of which about 150 breeders 
were also making long time tests. There were only one 
or two breeders making long time tests who had not 
previously made short time tests, and I find it very 
difficult indeed at the present time to induce men to 
begin testing with the long time test. Last year there 
were some 800 cows on long time tests while now 
there are over 1500 cows on long time test. Within a 
few weeks we shall have increased the number on test 
100%. In the short time testing the increase to the 
present time is 50% over last year, while the applica- 
tions for permission to test are fairly pouring in upon 
us. We are hard put to it to handle the work and con- 
siderably behind, but we are breaking in new clerks 
as fast as possible. 

I realize the great difficulty many of the colleges 
labor under in providing supervisors for it is a fact 
that under normal conditions the state that requires 
most supervisors can obtain those supervisors easiest.” 

I think we will best be able to appreciate what the 
short time test has meant to the Holstein-Friesian cow if 
I can carry you back in memory to twenty years ago when 
many people were not registering their Holstein cows be- 
cause there was no market for them. Other breeders had 
raised the question against the black and white that her 
milk was blue. The breeders of other animals said you 
could see a silver dollar in the bottom of a full pail of 
Holstein-Friesian milk because it was so clear, and there 
was no butter fat in it. They were having wonderful suc- 
cess at the expense of this old black and white dame 
that we all so delight now to honor. Some persons, how- 
ever, connected with the Holstein-Friesian industry sata 
the color of this milk does not indicate anything. The color 
of the milk of the Holstein-Friesian is white and the butter 
fat in it is white, and we will adopt a system here and go 
in and demonstrate to you what the Holstein-Friesian cow 
can do. We realize that she is the cow of the shirt-sleeve 
farmer, the dairyman, who does his own milking, and we 
have got to provide a plan whereby he can demonstrate 
the capabilities of this cow. They went into the short time 
test and demonstrated the ability of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow to produce profitable milk for the butter makers as 
well as the cheese makers. 

These same interests then went into the states and 
attempted to get a standard fixed that no milk should be 
sold except it contained a certain percentage of butter fat. 
That was another effort to injure the Holstein-Friesian 
cow, byt she has fought them all to a standstill, and while 
these people have adopted standards, the Federal Govern- 
ment with them, there came a time when even they were 
ashamed of their handiwork, and as I understand it, the 
Federal Government now has no standard under its pure 
food law, and how ridiculous it all has been. Think of the 
Federal Government and a state under a pure food law 
saying that you must have 3, or 3%, or 4% butter fat in 
your milk in order to make it pure food, and still it was 
done, it was done year after year until it was discovered 
that even that would not save that which was not fit to sur- 
vive, and there are only a few states now where this op- 
position has a pull sufficient to keep intelligence from 
controlling the operations of food production. Think, if 
you please, of a government and a state saying that the 
purity of food and the wholesomeness of it depends upon 
the amount of butter fat. Still that is no more ridiculous 
than the position that these people are taking now to do 
away with this popular movement of interesting the small 
farmer and the dairyman in the Holstein-Friesian cow. It 
encourages better care of the animals, more pride in his 
business, more interest in the industry, to have him en- 
gaged in making these short time tests. Fifteen years ago 
there were 151 owners of Holstein-Friesian cattle who 
made tests recorded in the 16th Volume of the Advanced 
Registry and these 151 owners made 1198 tests and only 
30% of them were milked by the owners. Last year there 
were 1722 Holstein-Friesian breeders made 8619 tests of 
which over 42% were milked by the owners. There were 
703 cows in long time test last year, 180 of which were 
milked by the owners, 250 were milked under the owner’s 
supervision, and the rest were owned by men who do not 
live on the farm and hire superintendents. The indications 
are that this year there will be a great increase in both 
the long and short time tests. The number will, to a con- 
siderable extent, depend upon the ability of the colleges 
to furnish them supervisors, and then the question arises 
whether they should furnish supervisors to the fellow who 
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milks his own cows on the farm who is i 
time tests, or to those who are largely Re mrtag Fin short 
rae nent —— the long time test, and pgfan.

on’t know of any breed of cow equal to th 
Swiss and they are bound to run the Mebstuies —o 
the market. For instance, as Commissioner of Health 
of the Commonwealth of , I will not permit Hol- 
stein milk furnished to our hospitals. It is a watery 
solution with bad composition and you cannot make it 
as digestible as natural milk by adding cream, whereas 
the Swiss milk is well balanced and makes the best 
for human consumption of any milk known. As we are 
treating ten thousand cases of tuberculosis a day 
in you can imagine the forbidding of our people 
to buy Holstein milk has caused some consternation 
with those who have only Holsteins in their herds. 
In a number of our states we have a law to prevent a 
man adding water to milk, whereas the law winks at 
the milk sold, from a cow, which contains water to a 
degree forbidden by the law. 








Yours very truly.” 

You can readily see to what end people will go. One 
thing about this man he told openly what he thought and 
what he intended to do, and while he did not accomplish 
anything he must have brought great injury to the state 
if he compelled that state to purchase in all of its hospitals 
other milk than is drawn from the black and white. 

I talked with one of the Milk Commission of Michigan, 
probably as well informed as any man in this country on 
the cost, quality, and production of milk. He advised me 
that 80% of all the milk that was used as whole milk in the 
Detroit zone was from Holstein and grade Holstein cows, 
and this same relation would probably pertain quite largely 
to the states of Ohio, New York, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
each having great central communities consuming milk in 
large quantities. Twenty years ago there was not 15% otf 
the milk used in the Detroit zone from Holstein and grade 
Holstein cows, and still now there is 80%. My contention 
is that the Holstein cow’s merit was never known until 
the ssociation exploited these short time tests and demon- 
strated to a moral certainty that sufficient fat was in the 
milk to make it the most desirous for human food, and 
demonstrated the fact that the color of the milk had 
nothing to do with the fat content, doing away entirely 
with the prejudice that was against the Holstein-Friesian 
cow because of the whiteness of the milk. 

My contention is that these members of the American 
Dairy Science Association owe it to the public to put no 
impediment in the way of promoting the success and 
welfare of this great breed. The public is not interested 
in their clubs, but the public is interested in the production 
of milk at the lowest possible cost because it represents 
practically 20% of the food of the country and that 20% 
of the most necessary. This question of breeds is ultimately 
going to be a survival of the fittest, and there is no oc- 
casion for them to have any altercation among themselves. 
Certainly a good pure bred of the poorest dairy breed is far 
and away ahead of the scrub that has descended from 
nothing and produces a like amount. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association has ever been in- 
terested in the colleges supervising official tests. The As- 
sociation has felt that the colleges would be interested in 
maintaining the integrity and the sacredness of the rev- 
ords; that the college would come in contact with the best 
young manhood of the states and thus make more certain 
the accuracy of the records, because after all it depends 
upon the integrity of the supervisor and the man behind 
the cow, the great bulk of whom are absolutely above re- 
proach. The colleges readily ehtered into the plan and it 
has been the means of bringing them in contact with 
thousands and tens of thousands of homes all over the 
United States, the breeders have paid the entire expense 
of it, and to say that the state or the college could only 
supervise tests of 300 days or over put it practically with- 
out the pale of the ordinary dairy farmer.

farmer, “We will not test your cows 
and supervise them unless we can do 
it for the whole year even though you 
pay your own expenses of having it 
done.” Would it not be just as well to 
say to the grain farmer, “We will not 
supervise or encourage a small plat 
of land to determine production of a 
single acre unless you will put your 
whole farm into the scheme, because 
what we are interested in is in the 
whole farm production and not in the 
single acre.’”’ But he says to you, “My 
idea was that what the college wanted 
was to educate us to show us what 
could be accomplished, because if we 
cannot raise a lot of potatoes, or a lot 
of corn, or a lot of wheat, or a lot of 
oats, or a lot of barley, on a single 
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acre it is a cinch we cannot raise a lot 
on each acre of the whole farm” and 
if a cow cannot make a reasonable 
amount of milk and butter in 7 days 
it is a sure thing she cannot make it 
for the whole year, and if it was only 
an evidence of what could be accom- 
plished for the whole year it would 
still be an education as to the value of 
the animal that produced it the same 
as it would be an idea of the value of 
the farm.

Some very good men have contended 
that all kinds of tests were bad be. 
cause they were extreme; that the 
farmer bought his animals expectip 
that they would accomplish what the 
recorded dams had accomplished and 
were disappointed; that all tests 
should be made under normal condi. 
tions, and that a cow run for a year 
should be run under normal conditions 
and milked twice a day the same as 
the average farmer would milk them 
and the same as they would test them 
for 7 days. Now, if we will stop and 
reason with ourselves we will see how 
impossible that would be. There would 
be a difference in the reasonableness 
in everybody’s mind. George would 
want to have his cow made a little 
better record than Charley’s made and 
he would feed her a little extra and 
milk her three times a day, because it 
would be absolutely necessary if she 
was a Holstein and he was feeding her 
well. Tom would know what George 
had done and he would go him one 
better. The result is you cannot have 
the word “reasonable” apply to men 
who are trying to excel and there is no 
reason why you should. If a Holstein 
cow is going to go on test for 305 days, 
or 12 months, or 30 days, or 7 days, 
the breed has a right to expect that 
you are going to give her all the op- 
portunity in the world to do her best, 
and the man himself has got to give 
her an opportunity to do her best to 
do himself justice. You might just as 
well say that you can take your ani- 
mals to the show ring in just their 
ordinary usual condition because peo- 
ple will be disappointed. They will 
not be able to keep them looking as 
nice as that and the ones they see 
elsewhere will not look as_ nice 
as that, and consequently these 
animals that are shown for 
premiums ought to be in or 
dinary working condition. It is appar- 
ent how ridiculous the argument would 
be. What the breeders of Holstein- 
Friesians want is that she looks the 
best, and is the best of the breed, and 
they will condemn the man who sends 
his animal to the show ring when she 
is not in position to appear at her best, 
and that is true of this test. 

I realize that there are animals that 
will make big 7 and 30-day records 
that will not make a corresponding big 
yearly record, or a correspondingly 
big 10 months record, but if they will 
make a good 7-day record, and a good 
30-day record, they are far and away 
superior to the one that will not make 
any kind of a record, and it is abso- 
lutely certain that they cannot make a 
yearly record of a 10-months record 
excepting they can make a good 7 and 
30-day record. 

There is no question in my judgment 
about the necessity of continuing the 
7 and 30-day tests in the interest of 
the breed and of keeping up the inter 
est among the breeders.

Champions of the Past 


Naturally, our chief interest in respect to 
California Holsteins is in the champions of the 
present rather than in the champions of the 
past. It is a national characteristic for us to 
forget the heroes and heroines of past years 
and to live only in the present. It seems to 
the writer, however, that particular interest 
attaches itself to the past history of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed in California, due to the 
fact that , as we have shown, so many of the pres- 
ent state champions in that state were bred in 
the state, being descendants in direct line of 
some of California’s greatest early producers. 
For that reason, therefore, the writer cannot for- 
bear calling attention to a few of California’s 
outstanding producers of the past, but in fair- 
ness to the readers of the World, he is giving 
them this warning so that those who care noth- 
ing for the past and live only in the present 
can skip the balance of this story and concen- 
trate their entire attention upon the ads. 

For the benefit of those of us who are 
interested in the glory of the past, we will 
say that the first official testing was done in 
the state of California in February, 1902, when 
Charles D. Pierce of San Francisco, who soon 
became one of he best known breeders in the 
country, first put his cow, Olympia Clay on offi- 
cial test, making a record of 18.17 lbs. butter 
from 526.6 lbs. milk, and as this was the first 
official record in the state, it was, of course, @ 
state record. The following April, Mr. Pierce 
tested Minnie Wawa Louise, a senior 3-year-old 
and made a record of 18.32 lbs. from 474 lbs. 
milk. The former was a daughter and the latter 
a granddaughter of Romeo Aaggie who later 
sired the first 26-lb. cow in Canada. 

The following year Mr. Pierce tested for 
the first time 2 of the cows that we mentioned 
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—Our Herd Bulls—

earlier in this story as being the 


ancestors of a large percentage 
of the present day state cham 
pions. Aralia De Kol, as a junior 


2-year-old made a record of nearly 
13% lbs. butter and De Kol of Valley 
Mead as a senior 3-year-old had to her 
credit 19.62 lbs. Mr. Pierce also won 
first Association prize with his junior 
2-year-old De Natey Baker, who pro- 
duced 17.44 lbs. butter in 7 days and 
broke the world’s 30-day record for 
milk as well as for butter with a pro- 
duction of 1689.9 lbs. milk containing 
70.65 lbs. butter. Mr. Pierce broke 2 
more world’s records this same year 
with 25-lb. senior 4-year-old, Fidessa, 
her milk records for both 7 and 30 
days being the largest that had ever 
been made by a heifer in her class. 
This was the first 25-lb. record ever 
made in Caifornia. A few months lat- 
er, Mr. Pierce’s cow, Romeo Aaggie’s 
Acme became the first 26-lb. cow in 
California, her record of 26.7 lbs. win- 
ning second Assocaition prize for the 
year. ; 

A new breeder began testing at this 
time. He was R. M. Hotaling, also of 
San Francisco who tested a senior 4- 
year-old, Carren Wase De Kol, winning 
fifth Association prize on a record of 
23.32 lbs. butter from 553.2 lbs. milk. 

The following year 1903-4 we find 
Mr. Pierce’s name appeared on the 
prize list no less than 14 times while 
Mr. Hotaling’s appeared 3 times. The 
outstanding record of the year is that 
of Juliana De Kol owned by Mr. Pierce, 
whom, it will be remembered, was 
the third cow mentioned as being the 
ancestor of so many of the state cham- 
pions. Freshening in senior 2-year- 
old form, Juliana De Kol was kept on 
official test for 100 days, winning first 
Association prize with her 7-day rec- 
ord of 22.6 lbs. and breaking the 
world’s record in her class for 30, 60 
and 100 days. Her 30-day record, by 
the way, which was 92.47 lbs., was not 
surgassed by a heifer in her class for 
over 6 years. 

The outstanding record of the year 
1904-5 was made by Mr. Hotaling’s 
Carren Wase De Kol, who was men- 
tioned a little while ago with a 23-lb. 
4-year-old record. At full age, this 
great cow came back with 25.17 lbs. 
butter and made an 8 months after 
calving record of 21.21 lbs. which was 
a world’s record at the time and was 
not beaten for three years. Both Ho- 
taling and Pierce made a number of 
other 20-lb. records that year and 
each appeared on the Association 
prize list 4 times. 

The next year brought California’s 
first 29-lb. record which was made by 
Alcartra Polkadot, owned by Mr. 
Pierce. She won 2 first Association 
prizes with a production of 29.09 lbs. 
butter from 597.1 lbs. milk in 7 days 
and 120.16 lbs. butter from 2605 lbs. 
milk. This cow is one of the greatest 
foundation cows of the breed. Pre- 
viously in the hands of H. A. Moyer of 
Syracuse, N. Y., then of BE. E. Randall 
of Wisconsin, she had made a number 
of splendid heifer records and had 
several times occupied a prominent 
position on the Association prize list. 
In fact, when her California records 
were completed, it was found that she 
had won in all, $239 in Association 
prize money which was for a long 
time the largest amount ever won by 
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any cow in the 7 and 30-day division 
alone. Indeed it is likely that there is 
at the present time no other cow that 
has won as much money in the 7-day 
and 30-day divisions for butterfat 
alone, for at that time there were no 
prizes offered for milk production. 

A new breeder made his appearance 
in A. R. O. work that same year. He 
was M. D. Eshleman-Sherman, of Fres- 
no, California, and later he made a 
number of good records although noth- 
ing sensational. In fact there were no 
sensational records made in the state 
from early in 1906 until 1911. Mr. 
Pierce who had nade the majority of 
the great records in the state seems to 
have lost interest in the Holstein 
business and in 1908 sold out his herd. 
During these lean years a few records 
were made by the breeders already 
spoken of and also by Leland Stanford 
Junior University and by L. A. Hall 
and Miss M. M. Holdridge both of Mo- 
desto, California, but as we have said 
it was not until 1911 when A. W. Mor- 
ris & Sons who had purchased the ma- 
jority of the Pierce herd started in the 
business of official testing that any- 
thing very noteworthy developed. 

So far as I can determine the first 
animal to be tested by the Morris Cor- 
poration was Riverside Sadie De Kol 
Burke who had made a 23-lb. 3-year- 
old record in the hands of Mr. Pierce. 
According to the records she was not 
given another official record but was 
put immediately on semi-official test 
and made a year record of 980.16 lbs. 
butter from 25981.8 lbs. milk, which 
was the first year record to be made in 
California. Freshening two months la- 
ter, she made California’s first 32-lb. 
record and broke the world’s milk rec- 
ord for all periods from one day to 6 
months, producing 134.7 lbs. milk in 
a day, 920.8 lbs. in 7 days and 18275.8 
lbs. in 6 months. This latter record 
however, was semi-official, she com- 
pleting her year with 1985.15 lbs. but- 
ter from 28826.4 lbs. milk. This was 
the largest year’s milk record in the 
state and the second largest in the 
world, while her milk record for the 
two years was 54808.6 lbs. which stood 
as a world’s record for a long time. 

A few months before Riverside Sa- 
die De Kol Burke made her second rec- 
ord, Aralia De Kol finished her record 
at 11 years old of 1142.33 lbs. butter 
from 28,090 lbs. milk. The milk record 
at the time was a world’s record and 
the butter record was not only a 
world’s record for her advanced age 
but it won second prize in the mature 
class for the year. 

During this time Tilly Alcartra start- 
ed her world’s record breaking series 
of records. As a senior 2-year-old she 
made a 285-day record of 556.2 Ibs. 
butter and as a junior 3-year-old she 
broke the world’s record for milk and 
for butter by producing 21423.1 Ibs. 
milk containing 672.98 lbs. butter. 

Other world records were broken 
about this time by other members of 
the Morris herd. DuBarry Alcartra in 
the eight months after calving division 
of the senior 4-year-old class broke the 
world’s milk record by producing 453.5 
Ibs. and although this was in 1911, the 
record has never yet been beaten in 
that class in California. Araila De Kol 
who has been mentioned as breaking 
the world’s milk record for a year also 
broke the world’s record in the eight 
months after calving division and won 
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first prize in the same di 
butter production. A little tater ae 
year-old-form she made a 30-Ib. 
and followed the same with a veer ale 
ord which will be mentioned later re 
other 31-Ib. record was made by Pet 
Salambo of Riverside, and & 8b 
record by Aaggie Acme of Riverside, 
both owned by Morris firm. Ip fact 
during the year 1912-13 the name of 
A. W. Morris & Sons Corporation a 
peared on the prize list for butterfat 
no less than 20 times, standing in first 
place no less than 6 times. In the year 
1913-14 as I have already said, Aralia 
De Kol made a 12-year-old record of 
950.7 lbs. butter from 22,922 Ibs. milk 
giving her at that time second place 
for 2 years production, first place be- 
ing occupied as has been said by Riy. 
erside Sadie De Kol Burke. The first 
3-year-old to make a record above 9% 
Ibs. was Nutula Fobes 2d (27.87 Ibs. 
at 3 years) owned by the Morris Cor. 
poration. The first 30-lb. heifer wag 
tested this year. She was Mabel Has. 
kin of San Jose, owned by K. W. Ab. 
bott with 32.77 Ibs. at 4 years. Her 
daughter, by the way, Mabel Haskin 
Colantha Girl a few years later proved 
to be the first 33-lb. heifer in the state 
so we have the rather unusual spec- 
tacle of a mother and daughter being 
the first 32-lb. heifers in a great state, 

This same year, 1913-14, De Kol of 
Valley Mead 2d, in senior 3-year-old 
form broke the world record in the 
8 months after calving division and 
broke the state record in the yearly 
division with 906.28 lbs., a record that 
still stands highest in the state. The 
following year she came back as a 
senior 4-year-old with 1011.71 lbs. but- 
ter which was the first 1000-lb. record 
in the state and which is still a state 
record. These two records stood for 
a number of years as the two largest 
heifer records ever made by any one 
cow. 

No less than three 33-lb. records 
were made in 1914-15. The first was 
made by Pet Salambo of Riverside 
owned by the Morris Corporation who 
had previously made a 31-lb. record 
and was therefore, the first California 
cow to make 2 30-lb. records, as well 
as the first 33-lb. cow in California. 
The other two 33-lb. records were made 
by Miss M. M. Holdridge on Tula De 
Kol Pietertje Netherland and Fidessa 
Bloom. 

The first 28-lb. 3-year-old record in 
California was made this year by the 
Morris Corporation on Leda Gerben 
Alcartra 2d. Just before making her 
33-lb. record, Pet Salambo of River- 
side finished a year record of 1003.29 
lbs., this being the third 1000-Ib. rec- 
ord in the state. A little later Tilly 
Alcartra made the first 30,000-lb. milk 
record in the world and broke the state 
record for butter with 1189.04 Ibs. She 
came back the next year with a slight- 
ly larger butter record of 1190.46 al- 
though her milk record of 29826.6 did 
not quite equal her previous produc- 
tion. 

Aralia De Kol Mead, a daughter of 
Aralia De Kol and owned by the Mor- 
ris Corporation became the first 800- 
Ib. 2-year-old at this time and Eva 
Riverside of Tuolumne, owned by Ben 
A. Rhodes became the first 25-lb. 2 
year-old. Mr. Rhodes also brought out 
the first 31-lb. senior 4-year-old in the 
state, Cristeria Overton Mechthilde 
4th, and the first 32-lb. senior 4-year-

old record in the state was made by 
Laurameka owned by Leland Stanford 
Junior University. The first 34-lb. 
cow in California was Alba Sadie Cor- 
nucopia Creetia owned by Anita M. 
Baldwin and the first 1000-lb. junior 4- 
year-old was Aaggie Acme of River- 
side 2d, owned by the Morris Corpora- 
tion, who still holds state record in 
that class. 

She came back the following year 
with the first 35-lb. record in Califor- 
nia and then on strictly official test, 
made a year record of 1331.78 Ibs., 
which is the largest year record in 
the state and the largest official year 
record ever made anywhere. The first 
2514-lb. 2-year-old in the state was Miss 
Valley Mead De Kol Walker and the 
first 26-lb. 2-year-old was Molly Wood- 
crest Pontiac both owned by Anita M. 
Baldwin. The former, as a senior 2- 
year-old broke the world’s record in 
the eight months after calving divi- 
sion. The first 24-lb. yearling in the 
state was Pauline Inka De Kol Cream- 
elle, owned by F. Stenzel of San Lor- 
enzo. 

In the year 1916-17 California made 
the second 31,000 lb. year record in 
history. This was made by Winnie 
Korndyke Cornucopia De Kol, owned 
by J. S. Gibson Co., who was the 
first 1200-lb. cow in California and 
was at that time the only 1200-lb. cow 
in the world to have a 31,000-lb. milk 
record. 

In 1917 Tilly Alcartra made the first 
40-lb. record in the state and about the 
same time Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 
3d, owned by Napa State Hospital be- 
came the first cow in the United States 
to produce 930 lbs. a milk in a week. 
About the same time Lady Hiske 
Walker (34.25 Ibs.), a junior 4-year-old 
owned by Anita M. Baldwin, became 
the largest record heifer in the state, 
but this honor was soon taken from 
her by the junior 3-year-old Miss Valley 
Mead De Kol Walker, whose record of 
36.81 lbg. is the only 36-Ib. heifer rec- 
ord ever made in California and was 
the first 3-year-old record in California 
above 29 lbs. Aralia De Kol Pontiac 
Mead still holds the state record in 
the senior 3-year-old class with a pro- 
duction of 34.42 lbs. and K. P. Tola 
Joe, owned by Gotshall & Magruder 
broke and still holds the state record 
in the senior 2-year-old class with 27.15 
lbs. The first senior 3-year-old in Cali- 
fornia above 30 lbs. was Stanislaus 
Princess Cleopatra (31.04) owned by 
Mr. Stanzel and she was followed by 
the first 32-lb. senior 3-year-old, Meta 
Ward Kuperus, owned by McAlister & 
Son. 

State records were broken that same 
year by Miss Valley Mead De Kol 
Walker the first 1100-lb. heifer in the 
State and by Aralia De Kol Pontiac 
Mead, the first 900-lb. 2-year-old in the 
state. The latter is still a state record 
and both were made by the Morris 
Corporation. At about the same time 
Rhedon of Bloom owned by Anita M. 
Baldwin became the first 800 lb. junior 
2-year-old in the state. 

In the year 1918-19 the first and as 
yet the only 41-lb. record in the state 
was made by Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, owned by the Bridgford Co. She 
is further distinguished as being one 
of the four cows in the state to pro- 
duce over 800 Ibs. of milk in a week. 
Another state record was broken by 
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the Bridgford Co. at this time with 
Spring Farm Pontiac Maid 2d, the first 
35-lb. senior 4-year-old in the state, 
while the first 35-lb. junior 4-year-old 
record in the state was made by K. P. 
Idyl Segis owned by McAlister and 
Son. The Bridgford Co. also made the 
first 26-lb. junior 2-year-old record in 
the state on Tulip Walker. 

A number of very important year 
records were made during 1918-19. 
Chief among these was Tilly Alcartra’s 
greatest record of 33425.3 lbs. milk 
containing 1323 lbs. butter. The butter 
record is only 8.78 lbs. less than that 
of the state leader and the milk record, 
as we know, is by far the largest in the 
world. Her great string of year rec- 
ords have already been commented up- 
on. Mention must also be made of 
Johanna Princess Mooie 2d owned by 
Palo Alto Stock Farm, who broke the 
world’s record for combined milk and 
butter, both her milk and her butter 
records standing first in the state and 
second in the world at the present 
time. Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 3d 
broke the world’s milk. record on 
strictly official test by producing 30,- 
637.2 lbs. 

Other state records were broken by 
Thelma Hartog Sunland De Kol 4th, 
the first 2-year-old in the state to pro- 
duce over 21,000 lbs. milk and by Ara- 
lia De Kol Mead 2d the only 850-lb. 
junior 2-year-old in the state. The 
former is owned by Palo Alto Stock 
Farm and the latter by the Morris 
Corporation. The first 20,000 lb. ju- 
nior 2-year-old was made by Madrigal 
Mooie 2d, owned by W. J. Higdon of 
Tulare. 

Last but by no means least comes 
Nattalene Walker, owned by the 
Bridgford Co., the only heifer in the 
United States to produce over 800 lbs. 
milk in 7 days or over 3300 lbs. in 30 
days. Although only a junior 3-year-old 
both her milk records are the largest 
ever made in the world by a heifer un- 
der 4% years. 

California Holsteins have proved 
their ability to hold their own with the 
Holsteins of other sections of the coun- 
try both in short and long time test. 
Of the only two cows in the world 
which have official year records above 
1000 lbs. of butterfat, one comes from 
California, and California also claims 
one of the two cows that have made 
official year records above 30,000 Ibs. 
milk. Tilly Alcartra, a Callfornia cow 
is the only cow in the world to produce 
1000 lbs. butterfat from over 31,000 lbs. 
milk. 

Holstein history in California has 
not reached its zenith. Since the be- 
ginning of the year 1918-19, California 
Holsteins have broken no less than 
three world’s records and in the Asso- 
ciation prize list for the past year the 
names of twenty-two different Califor- 
nia breeders appeared, winning a to- 
tal of $1,778, and being debarred by 
the limitation rule from $443.25 more. 
In fact California breeders appeared 
on the prize list no less than 159 
times. The present year is starting 
off especially well for California and 
we have every reason to expect that 
the Holsteins of that state will win 
even more glittering honors in the 
future.

VIRGINIA HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN CLUB SALE AVERAGES $334 
By Frank A. Buchanan 


The second annual consignment sale of the Virginia Holstein-Friesian Club 
was held at the Fair grounds at Orange, Virginia on October 31, 1919. 

This sale marks an era in Holstein Friesian history for the commonwealth, 
because not only does it show that Virginia breeders are producing black and 
white cattle of the highest type and record, but it is an evidence that this 
state is being recognized by the best buyers and breeders as a Holstein center. 
It was a perfect October day and: when the fifty or more buyers from as far 
north as Vermont and as far south as Mississippi were assembled around the 
ring at noon for the first bids, enthusiasm began at once, and each sale that 
followed proved to be an opening for the next. 

Of the seventy-six head consigned, seventy-one were sold, as the sun set too 
soon to allow further bidding, although Col. Geo. W. Baxter, assisted by pedigree 
expert S. T. Wood, worked as rapidly as possible. The cattle sold represented 
such blood lines as, Homestead Superb Vale, Rag Apple Korndyke, Pontiac 
Rag Apple, Tweede White Lady, King Segis Lad, Homestead Superb, King of 
the Ormsbys, and other equally prominent lines.

The Bridgford Holstein Company 
has moved from Knightsen in Con- 
tra Costa county over to Patterson, 
a much more accessible and favorable 
location. Mr. Bridgford has just 
spent $40,000 for buildings at the new 
ranch and his moving operations have 
just about been completed. This is one 
of the young Holstein establishments 
of the state, but it is at the same 
time one of the most progressive. Mr. 
Bridgford has the very fortunate 
ability of being able to select the 
type that combines production and 
beauty in the very highest degree. 
Three years ago he made a trip to 
the east and brought out two car 
loads, of popular eastern breeding. He 
has since added a carload obtained 
in Washington and the herd now 
numbers approximately 150 head. The 
senior herd sire is King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly. This bull not only has been 
grand champion at three successive 
state fairs in California, but his get 
has swept the boards at every show 
where exhibited. 

In productive ability the Bridgford 
herd stands very high. Twelve 30- 
pound cows have been developed in- 
cluding Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid, a 41-pound cow that producea 
158 pounds in 30 days, and Nattalene 
Walker, the world’s champion three- 
year-old for milk and butter in seven 
and thirty days. The herd is of uni- 
form excellence in type and is being 
very carefully built up. It should be 
one of California’s greatest herds in 
the fullness of its development.

GRENVILLE COUNTY HOLSTEIN 
CALF CLUB 

To those who were interested in 
this boys’ and girls’ club of Grenville 
County, Ontario, and Particularly to 
those who saw the heifers distributeg 
last spring, the following records will 
be of interest, says Farm and Dairy 
These heifers with four exceptions 
freshened at two years of age or short. 
ly afterward. The four exceptions were 
approaching three years of age when 
they freshened. The figures haye 
been taken from record sheets sent 
in and signed by the member and par. 
ent except in one case. For conven. 
ience each heifer is given a number 
and the price the member paid for his 
or her heifer is also given. All heifers 
of course are registered and passed 
the tuberculin test. The majority of 
them were in poor flesh when bought, 
and, therefore, unfit to do their best 
work. Eleven of the fourteen distribu. 
ted went into grade herds. The rec. 
ords, therefore, have been made with 
ordinary care and feeding. Two of the 
heifers (both very nice individuals 
and one from a 100-pound dam) were 
very thin and remained unthrifty ali 
summer, consequently made among the 
poorest records.

She freshened a few days 
before she was two years of age. 

It is also worthy of mention that 
there was a fifteenth heifer which 
was so thin and looked so wretched 
on distribution day, due to a two days’ 
trip on the train and to the fact that 
she had freshened enroute, that the 
boy who drew her number was not 
allowed to take her by his parent. 
Consequently, Principal Bell of the 
Kemptville Agricultural School, offer- 
ed to take her. He showed her bull 
calf at the Central Canada Exhibition, 
where it won first in a strong class, 
among which was the reserve cham- 
pion of the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion at Toronto. He has since refused 
$200 for this calf.

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THE HOME OF THE HANDSOME 
HOLSTEINS 

No section of the San Joaquin Valley 
has given more attention than Tulare 
to the breeding of Holstein Cattle, says 
the Tulare Advance. From every part 
of the county come reports of the 
popularity of this breed of stock anq 
at the recent Sacramento Fair, Hol. 
steins from Tulare attracted as much 
attention as any of the exhibits from 
other parts of the state. 

Over one hundred Holsteins passeq 
before the judges of the awards at 
Sacramento. The Bridgford (Patter. 
son) stock was a big feature of the 
fair and it was a winner of many 
awards. Bridgford himself is no mean 
judge and he knows how to size up 
his entries. One publication said that 
Bridgford’s cattle got away with go 
many prizes because of the good ser. 
vices of the company bull, King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly, that has many de. 
scendants hereabouts. 

W. J. Higdon made a splendid show- 
ing for Tulare and he was certainly 
a close-up on a number of prizes. He 
lost in most cases by the narrowest 
margin, but he came in with winners, 
too, in spite of the close races with 
his champions. Higdon is one of the 
firm believers in Holsteins and with 
Duncan and others is playing strong 
and exclusively for them. 

At Sacramento Higdon put up a 
crackerjack looking herd that showed 
as well as any of them with the popu- 
lar ones. His herd brought forth 
enough of favorable comment to satis- 
fy most men and in all the Tulare 
exhibitor was pleased. The J. S. Gib- 
son Company of Williams was a close 
second with the Tulare breeder for 
close-up prizes. R. L. Holmes of Mod- 
esto, with young ones to exhibit, came 
in for a share of praise, and Dolcini, of 
Davis, in his initial exhibit, got away 
with first in a senior bull calf class. 

Nearly all the standard cows of Tu- 
lare are Holsteins. These herds are 
being rapidly augmented by additional 
cattle until it is plain to be seen that 
this will be the home of the Holstein 
breeding, and the farm bureaus an- 
nounce that within a few years they 
expect Tulare to be the king pin of 
the Holstein sections. 

AS an encouragement in developing 
dairy herds, especially of the Hol- 
stein variety, a recent summary of 
an expert on this subject has an in- 
teresting bearing. The writer said that 
during the times of high feed cost 
there is little encouragement for keep-

Handling of the Holstein calves has 
been made a complete study by our 
Tulare breeders, but they are always 
keeping an eye open for good sugges. 
tions from other sources. In the feed. 
ing of Holstein calves the agriculturaj 
section of the University of Missouri 
issued a lengthy statement, part of 
which drew attention here although 
our breeders say that in many ip. 
stances their system of calf feeding 
differs from those suggested by the 
college and that conditions here 
change the situation. 

The university’s suggestion has it 
that success has been attained by 
weaning Holstein calves at five 
months, four months and three months 
and that practically normal gains were 
obtained in almost every case when 
calves were taken off skim milk ration 
at the age of sixty days. The plan 
followed was to get the calves to take 
a good ration of skim milk with some 
hay and grain as soon as possible. For 
the first two weeks after birth, a large 
calf, such as a Holstein, may be giv- 
en 10 to 12 pounds of milk daily, fed 
in two or three feeds a day. When 
the calf is two weeks old it can be 
gradually changed from a ration of 
whole milk to one of skim milk by 
substituting an equal amount of skim 
milk for each portion of whole milk re 
moved. A complete substitution can 
then be secured in a week or ten days. 
The university bulletin then says: 

“From this time until two months 
old a calf should receive from 12 to 15 
pounds of skim milk daily, depending 
upon the size and condition of the calf. 
During this period the calf must be 
taught to eat hay and grain. The 
calves on experiment were fed liberal-

of the oldest pure bred herds in the 
State. 

There are now 200 head of regis- 
tered animals on the ranch, these re- 
presenting the result of the many 
years of breeding. No pains or care 
has been spared in the selecting of 
the breeding .stock, especially the 
herd bulls, many of which have come 
from noted herds in Wisconsin and 
New York. 

Two years ago Advance Registry 
testing was begun and some very 
creditable records were made. Last 
year, however, it was discontinued 
temporarily owing to the fact that 
Harry Robb the junior member of 
the organization, who had charge of 
the herd, was in government service. 
Official testing is now being resumed 
and, judging by the records made two 
years ago, Mr. Robb will produce 
some exceptionally high records dur- 
ing the next twelve months. 

The herd now consists of some 300 
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head of which a goodly number have 
made A. R. O. records.

A POST GRADUATE COURSE IN 
DAIRYING 


Cow testing work as conducted by 
the regular testing associations offers 
about the best opportunity that we 
know of for a young man with hustle, 
ambition and a desire to know the in- 
side facts concerning dairying. There 
is a strong demand for young men Ca- 
pable of undertaking the work of cow 
testing. Superintendents of this kind 
of work report difficulty in getting 
competent men. 

Cow testing pays well, when you 
consider the advantages that the work 
offers. The salary is from $900 to$1200 
a year and this includes board and 
room, so that there is very little actual 
expense and the pay is mostly net 
profit. The cow tester spends a day 
with each herd that he is testing, gets 
reports on what is being fed to the 
cows, what it cost, how much of it 
was grown on the farm, how much 
milk each cow is giving and the per 
cent of butterfat, her breeding and, in 
fact, compiles all the 
about the herd that would be needed 
by one who was making a special 
study of dairying and dairy cattle. 

Where are all of our returned sol- 
diers who are clamoring for an oppor- 
tunity to get a start in the world? The 
time required to prepare to do this 
kind of work is short in duration and 
the chance of a job one hundred per 
cent. Two or three years’ work as 
cow tester would put the young man 
in a position to go into dairying on 
his own account even if he started in 
without a red cent to his name. There 
are more opportunities for a young 
man today than ever before in history. 
That is, provided he is willing to work. 
—Western Breeders Journal. 








SELECTING HERD SIRES 


Selecting a sire to head the herd is 
not a simple task, says the Wisconsin 
Agriculturist. Too often, however, this 
all-important task is reduced to the 
simple basis of being determined al- 
together by the price at which the 
animal can be purchased. More people 
when it comes to purchasing a herd 
sire, are interested apparently in how 
cheaply they can buy, than in how 
much they get for their money. 

This reverse method of buying new 
herd sires is really a costly one. It 
Seldom results in the purchase of a 
sire that affects improvement in the 
herd, and unless a bull or any other 
herd sire is capable of affecting such 
improvement, he is expensive at any 
price. Assuming that a sire remains 
in a herd two or three years and af- 
fects an improvement in each of his 
offspring to the value of $50 to $100, 
an investment of $500 in the sire would

THE IMPORTANCE OF GENTLE- 
NESS IN HANDLING DAIRY 
cOoWS 
One factor, which every dairyman 
can contro] as a means to greater pro- 
duction, altho so often not considered, 
is the quiet handling of his cows. Any- 
thing which is inclined to create ex- 
citement is quite likely to have a 
tendency to decrease the milk flow 
The necessary requirements for maxi 
mum production are contentment and 
kindness. The former is supplied when 
we furnish the cow a_ sufficient 
amount of the proper food to eat, an 
abundance of clean, fresh water to 
drink and a warm, dry and well bedded 
barn to live in. When a cow has been 
contented it is absolutely necessary 
that if we are to maintain the produc- 
tion that has been secured some at- 
tention must be given to the treat- 
ment of the cow. Some men make ua 
practice of continually having a dog 
with them when they are around the 
cows. As most cows hate dogs, this is 
a very poor practice, because the 
dogs usually greatly excite the cows 
and as aresult they will not give down 
their milk. A noisy herdsman is like 
wise annoying, one who continual- 
ly yelling at the cows, running them 


in and out of the barn with the aid 
of a pitchfork, and knocking them 
from one side of the stall to the other 


by brute force alone can never obtam 
maximum production. It is a_ well 
known fact that when a cow takes a 
dislike to a man she is spoiled as far 
as that particular man is concerned 
and she will show her dislike by kick- 
ing him out of the stall or else she will 
refuse to give down her milk and if 
the same milker continues on the job, 
in a very short time the cow will dry 
herself up to such an extent as to be 
unprofitable. Whenever a cow must be 
tied before she can be milked just 
that soon we may feel assured that 
the cow will not do herself justice so 
far as a record is concerned and every 
time the milker loses his temper 
with a cow, the same is done at a 
loss to the owner.—R. D. Canan, As- 
sistant in Dairy Extension, Indiana.
